THE AMERICAN BAPTIST PUBLICA¬ 
TION SOCIETY. 

At the fifty-eighth anniversary of this society 
it was reported that last year it employed 125 
Bible colporteurs and Sunday-school mission¬ 
aries and agents, who delivered 11,289 sermons 
and addresses, and organized 422 Sunday- 
schools. These agents distributed 343,177 
pages of tracts ; they sold 38,671 books, and 
gave 4656 to those unable to purchase them. 
An important work has also been carried on in 
Germany. The receipts last year of the Busi¬ 
ness Department were $345,632.55, and of the 
Missionary Department $103,784.16. Books 
have been sold in the several depositories 
amounting to $327,224.31. New York, Boston, 
Chicago and St. Louis have branch houses con¬ 
nected with this society, which are not only self- 
sustaining but also pay a small profit. In the 
year 29 new publications were issued, and 104,- 


020 copies of them were printed. Beside these 
new books, 204,000 copies of former publica¬ 
tions were printed, which with tracts and pe¬ 
riodicals, aggregate 589,589,446 pages. The 
Bible work of the society has been small. An 
effort is being made to organize a Bible Depart¬ 
ment in addition to the society’s present work.

POSTAL GRIEVANCES . 

St. Louis, May 16, 1882. 
Editor Publishers' Weekly: 

I was at the point of addressing the Hon. the 
Secretary of the Treasury on a grievance similar 
to that which “Subscriber” ventilates in your 
number of May 13. Mine differed in these 
particulars : The mail importation was for a 
public institution , and as in no previous case an 
oath of entry was considered necessary, and no 
duty had ever been charged, it was thought all 
right. The invoice in question came stringing 
along—one portion being received one day and 
another the next, and so on. Finally came an 
order from the postmaster: “ Please call at 
window of carriers’ department and pay $2.50 
for customs duties.” Having no other order in 
London, and having received no intimation that 
a donation from abroad was on the way, I con¬ 
cluded that the shortest way to settle the matter 
was to pay the $2.50. I asked for a receipt to 
keep my cash account straight, and was told I 
couldn’t have it. I opened one of the parcels 
and found it to be part of the same invoice that 
had been stringing along as aforesaid. I ac¬ 
cordingly wrote a letter to New York and to the 
local surveyor of the port and called on the lo¬ 
cal postmaster’s representative and got three 
distinct and different opinions on the case and 
felt satisfied. Now, Mr. Editor, let me put the 
great American query : What are we going to 
do about it? I feel gratified that I escaped the 
temptation of writing to the Hon. the Secretary 
of the Treasury. “ Equanimity.”

The additional matter, paged separately, will be 
prepared by Rev. George Willis Cooke, author 
of “ Ralph Waldo Emerson, his Life, Writings, 
and Philosophy.” .The work will be issued in 
four octavo volumes ; the new index and addi¬ 
tional matter will be bound separately for those 
who are already in possession of the original 
work. 

George H. Ellis, Boston, has in press for 
early publication, a book of short essays by Rev. 
Francis Tiffany, of West Newton, Mass. The 
book is entitled “ Bird Bolts,” a name suggested 
by Shakespeare’s lines in Twelfth Night : “ To 
be generous, guiltless, and of a free disposition, 
is to take things for bird-bolts that you deem 
cannon bullets.” It consists of pithy, humor¬ 
ous, thoughtful papers on a great variety of sub¬ 
jects, such as “The Philosophy of the Kitten,” 
“ The Chinese Question,” as viewed in the 
light of a suggestion derived from the way in 
which the Chinese at Canton adopted and ap¬ 
plied the game of “ leap-frog “ The Educated 
Fleas,” “ Routing Inertia,” etc., and its bright 
and sensible character ought to make it a popu¬ 
lar summer book. He has also under way, 
“ Paul Dreifuss : His Holiday Abroad, What he 
Saw and What he Thought about it”—an anony¬ 
mous book, describing the life and experience 
of a young woman artist in Paris, incidentally 
shedding no little light on the political crisis in 
France last winter, and giving very interesting 
views of men and affairs. 


Macmillan & Co. have just published “ Nat¬ 
ural Religion,” the work on which the author 
of “ Ecce Homo” has been so long engaged. 

The Acad6mie Fran5aise has awarded the 
prix Gobert of 9000 frs. (about $1800) to M. 
Cheruel for his “ Histoire de France sous le 
Ministfcre de Mazarin.” 

W. & A. K. Johnston, Edinburgh, have just 
issued the first part of “ The Botanical Atlas, a 
guide to the practical study of plants, contain¬ 
ing representatives of the leading forms of 
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plant life," by D. M. Alpine. The work is to 
be completed in 13 monthly parts, and will con¬ 
tain about 52 handsomely colored plates, ac¬ 
companied with text. 

Sampson Low & Co. have in press a new
